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Paper garbage 
bag test slated 
for 600 homes

Paper bags will soon replace garbage 


cans In at least one section of Wheeling 
when village officials Initiate a pilot pro- 
gram to test that typo of garbage collect- 
ion. 


Trustee Bill lleln said residents par- 


ticipating will be given a supply of heav- 
yweight, 30-gallon paper garbage bags 
and a metal stand. He said the use of the 
paper bags would hopefully make gar- 
bage collection cleaner, quieter, faster 
and less offensive. 


According to Hetn, the program will 


probably run from eight to 10 weeks 
starting March 1. Ho said the village 
would then evaluate the program with 
the help of questionnaires filled out by 
the residents. If the results are favor- 
able, lleln said the program would be 
adopted for the entire village. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


will meet with representatives of the 
Wheeling Disposal Co. and the St. Regis' 
Paper Company to work out details of 
the pilot program. 


PASSOLT SAID the paper company 


would like to uso 600 homes as a test 
group, but that the specific area for the 
pilot has not been chosen. "That's pretty 
much up to the scavenger service," he 
said, "we tell them now many wo want 


and then they'll pick the area." 


According to Passolt, the success of 


this program Is important because It is 
likely that local scavengers may other- 
wise be forced to increase their service 
costs. He said If the paper bags are suc- 
cessful, they will Increase the speed of 
garbage pick up and thus reduce the 
scavenger's operating costs. 


"What we're really trying to find out Is 


If the scavenger can decrease his costs," 
ho said. 


HIE PAPER DAG garbage system 


has been used successfully In Rolling 
Meadows since 1969. "It's wonderful. Wo 
wouldn't have anything else," said Dick 
Martin, Rolling Meadows public works 
foreman. "It's foster, It's cleaner, and 
once It's picked up there's nothing left on 
the street." 


llcln said the village has also consid- 


ered the use of plastic garbage bags. Ho 
said the paper bag was preferable be- 
cause It decomposes and dbes not cause 
any ecological problems. Ho also said the 
plastic bag can be punctured easily and 
Is harder to handle. 


Village officials have been working on 


the project for only a few weeks. Hcln 
said ho suggested the idea when he saw 
the beating his new garbage cans were 
getting.

Heimerlc said he is afraid 
homeowners in his district would have to 
pay a higher sanitary district tax if there 
was a merger. 


"I'm not sure all the districts that 


would be involved in such a merger arc 
as solvent as they would like to be. And 
that might hurt a solvent district like 
ours," Helmcrle said. He said he would 
first like to investigate the financial state 
of the districts before even considering a 
merger.

Proposed '73 county budget includes tax cut

Cook County Board Pros. George 


Dunne yesterday unveiled his proposed 
IW3 county corporate budget - down 
$1.7 million from last year and Including 
o slight reduction In property taxes. 


The $125,819,872 county operating budg- 


et was presented by Dunne to the board 
of commissioners following a regular 
board meeting. The budget will be sub- 
jected to three days of public hearings, 
beginning today at 10 a.m., before It is 
"placed on the table" Friday for 10 days 
of public Inspection. 


The corporate property tax levy for 


1973. tentatively, will be $43,295,692, or 
.IMS per $100 assessed valuation. The le- 
vy represents a reduction of almost $9 
mlllllon from the 1972 levy of $54,172,503. 
The tax rate for 1972 was .2442 per $100 
assessed valuation, but that figure Includ- 
ed four cents to defray the costs of elec- 
tions. There are no scheduled elections In 
the county for 1973. 


While the new budget Is being billed as 


a decrease of $1.704,239, however, almost 
$5 million more than last year Is budg- 
eted for the corporate fund", excluding 
election costs. 


LAST YEAH the total appropriation 


was for $127,323,911. This year It Is 
$123,619,672, a reduction of $1,704,239. Be- 
cause there are no elections this year, 
however, the appropriations of the Coun- 
ty Clerk - Election Division and the 
Board of Election Commissioners have 
been reduced a total of $6,674,470. 


In other words, $4,970,231 of the elec- 


tion costs to be saved were added back 
Into the budges for other departments. 
While the total amount of the budget 
technically, Is lower than lost year the 


t o t a l a p p r o p r l a t l o n f o r a l l pur- 
poses, excluding the costs of elections, 
has been raised almost $5 million. 


Dunne noted that In December and 


January the county received revenue 
sharing funds totaling more than $14 mil- 
lion. He said three more payments dur- 
ing 1973 arc expected to amount to $9 
million more, or a total for fiscal 1973 of 
more than $23 million. 


Non-property tax revenue Is expected 


to total almost $61.4 million in 1973, ac- 
cording to the budget. 


THE NEW budget Includes 198 new 


Jobs recommended for approval. Dunne 
said department heads and elected offi- 
cials hod requested 402 new positions. 
"To offset this Increase we have deleted 
from the corporate budget 288 other posi- 
tions," Dunne said. 


Of the 198 new positions, 71 will be 


used to fill the void created when a con- 
tingency of Chicago policemen were re- 
moved from control of the state's attor- 
ney's office shortly after Bernard Carey 
was elected In November. Twenty-five 
will be added to Carey's Investigative 
staff while 46 new men will be hired by 
the sheriffs department to provide sup 
port for Carey's office. The 48 men will 
cost the sheriff's office $732,456 and the 
25 will cost Carey's office $38,424. 'Also, 
Carey will be permitted to hire nine 
more persons for work In outlying of- 
fices. 


The remaining new positions listed In 


the new budget Include: 34 for the Adult 
Probation office; 52 for the office of the 
public defender; 27 to staff the new Audy 
Home, and'5 In various other county of- 
fices. 


The budget proposal also Includes a 5.5 


per cent wage Increase for all county 


73 Forest Preserve budget presented 


The proposed 1973 budget for the Cook 


County Forest Preserve District, total- 
Ing almost $26 million, was presented 
yesterday to the district board for adop- 
tion and passage. 


The budget was referred to the board's 


Finance Committee for study. 


The proposed $25,973,980 appropriation 


represents a reduction of $736,088 from 
last year's budget of $26,710,068. 


The 1973 tax levy, however, Is listed at 


$19,573,535 as compared with $19,115,698 
for 1972. 


George W. Dunne, president of the for- 


est preserve board, sold, "The district 
will operate within the scope of available 
revenue without any Increase in real es- 
tate taxes." 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE proposed budg- 


et Include: 


• A decrease In the number of full- 


tune positions by eight, and an'addition 
of one seasonal naturalist. 


• A 5.5 per cent wage increase for per-' 


sonnel in "graded" classifications at a 
cost of $166,166. 
. • A decrease of approximately $1.4 
million In the Real Estate and Acquisi- 
tion Fund, to $821,445. 


• An $800,000 Increase in the Zoologi- 


cal Fund, from $2.4 million in 1972 to $3.2 
million for 1973. 


Dunne called the budget "a realistic 


approach in providing funds to fulfill the 
district's responsibilities . . ." He said 


the district owns 63,581 acres, the 
value of which "lies in their existence." • 


Dunne said 25 million persons visited 


the forest preserves last year, and noted 
user fees arc expected to total $907,000 
during 1973. 


Addressing 'himself to the proposed 


wage increases for district employes, 
Dunne said, "In 1972 with the exception 
of the trade union employes, no employes 
received a cost-of-Uving increase, and we 
find ourselves below the prevailing sala- 
ries for our job classifications." 


The 1973 district payroll will include 


1,081 employes — 772 full-time and 309 
part-time — as compared with 1,088 lost 
year. •

DUNNE SAID last year no county em- 


ployes, with the exception of the sheriff's 
police, assistant state's attorneys, and 
trade union employes, received cost-of- 
living Increases. "We find ourselves be- 
low the prevailing salaries for the major- 
ity of job classifications," Dunne said, 
explaining the raises. 


The budget also Includes an Increase 


for jury fees of $1 million, which Dunne 
said, "more accurately reflects the true 
cost." 


In his message to the board, Dunne 


noted sizable reductions In the corporate 


budget and in the highway department 
budget. 


He said the Health and Hospitals Gov- 


erning Commission will assume responsi- 
bility this year for the hospital facility at 
the county jail, reducing the corporate 
budget by $740,000. 


Dunne said the highway department 


appropriation will be reduced by more 
than $200,000 to $22,197,495, with a reduc- 
tion in jobs from 1,073 last year to 974. 
The tax levy for the department will be 
reduced by almost $900,000 with an al- 
most one-cent drop in the tax rate for the 
department, from .0840 per'$100 of as- 
sessed valuation in 1972 to .0767 for 1973.

Defense ready to begin its case 
Kerner case 'sideshows' blur issues

The government plans to rest Its case 


today against former Gov. Otto Kerner, 
a case which the chief prosecutor de- 
scribed at the outset of the trial four 
weeks ago as "simple." 


Stripped to Its essentials, the case Is 


simple — Kerner Is accused of accepting 
racing stock as a bribe and using his offi- 
cial clout to sec that the woman who 
bribed him got rich. 


But the defense has not even started 


Its case, and already 37 witnesses and 
5,000 pieces of paper evidence have wo- 
ven a talc of related actions and charac- 
ters so complex they often obscure the 
central Issue. 


The Jury comprised mustly of blue-col- 


lar workers, has watched a parade of 
millionaires testify about Intricate slock 
trades and business transactions In- 
volving more money than the average 
man earns In a lifetime. 


Not everyone has stuck to the point 


and not everyone has told the same sto- 
ry. 


BUT TIIEItE has been no dispute on 


the following points concerning the stock 
transactions at the center of the case. 


Kemcr, governor from 1961 to 1963, 


and Theodore J. Isaacs, his codcfcndant 
and state revenue director from 1961 to 
1963, bought 28,000 shares of Chicago 
Harness Racing In July, 1966, for 40 
cents a share. They sold the stock for $2 
a share 10 months later, making a 
$14.800 profit. 


In August, 1966, they paid $30,000 for 50 


shares of Chicago Thoroughbred Enter- 
prises stock, which they had been prom- 
bed In 1962. Nine months later they 
traded their CTE stock for Balmoral 
Jockey Club slock of equal value, and In 
March, 1968, they sold that stock for 
$300,000. 


Kerner and Isaacs split all the stocks, 


the costs and the profits evenly. Each 
made more than $150,000 on the transac- 
tions. 


It was not illegal for either to own rac- 


ing slock, nor for them to use nominees 
(list (he stock hi the names of other per- 
sons.) 


But It would be illegal if, as the gov- 


ernment contends, they got the stock 
cheaper than other buyers, agreed in re- 
turn to help the racetrack owner who of- 
fered the stock, and kept the deal quiet 
because they knew It amounted to bribe- 
ry-NO GOVERNMENT witness has said 
outright that bribery was Involved, not 
even Mrs. Marjorie Llndhelmer Everett 
whom the government contends did the 
bribing. 


Instead Mrs. Everett, who owned all 


the companies In which Kerner and 
Isaacs Invested, testified she was "ex- 
torted" in the transactions. 


But she didn't blame Kerner and 


Isaacs. She said it was William S. Miller, 
chairman of the state racing board from 
1961 to 1967, who told her to offer the 
stock. She said she was afraid to refuse 
because Miller held "life and death pow- 
er" over the racetracks. 


Mrs. Everett was $8 million In debt 


when Kerner took office, and she sold 
her holdings for $20 million In the late 
1960s. 


Miller came closest to saying Mrs. Ev- 


erett bribed Kerner and Isaacs, but the 
jury may be wary of his testimony since 
he was Indicted with them and Is testi- 
fying against them to gain Immunity for 
himself. 


He said It was Mrs. Everett's Idea to 


offer the stock. He said be conveyed the 
offer to Kerner In 1962 at her request 


"She was In need of the favor of both 


Gov. Kerner and Sir. Isaacs Renter's

day, two floors below the office where he 
has presided as an appeals court judge 
for the past four years.

close friend," Miller testified. "She was 
eager to ingratiate herself on a contin- 
uing basis." 


Miller and others testified that Kerner 


and Isaacs got the stock In 1966 at 
prices well below those paid by other In- 
vestors, but the defense contends that 
was because the stock had been prom- 
ised four years earlier. 


THE CIIUCIAL point, though, is wheth- 


er the stock transaction constituted a 
bribe, and whether Kcmcr did favors for 
Mrs. Everett in return for the stock. 


Miller and other witnesses testified 


that several pieces of legislation that 
uould have increased taxes on race- 
tracks were modified under the Kerner 
administration. 


And Miller said most of tho racing 


board members Kerner appointed were 
recommended by himself and Mrs. Ever- 
ett to Isaacs. Miller said two Kcmcr ap- 


pointees were former directors of the 
Post and Paddock Club, part of the Ev- 
erett racing empire. 


Mrs. Everett and Miller both testified 


that she contributed a total of $85,000 to 
Kcrncr's two election campaigns. 


There Is no question that Mrs. Everett 


prospered under the Kerner adminis- 
tration, as did Miller, who bought two of 
her companies in 1967 after resigning as 
racing board chairman. 


BUT .THE STATE got more tax reve- 


nues as racetracks made more money, 
and the jury must decide whether Kerner 
took his actions to help Mrs. Everett or 
racing In general. 


Kerner and Isaacs arc also charged 


with conspiracy, mall fraud and income 
tax uvnslon and Kerner is charged with 
perjury. Those charges depend to a large 
degree on whether the jury decides they 
had something to hide.

The telescope U gone now; tho dome 


hasn't been used for nearly a decade. 


But there was a time when hardly a 


clear night passed by that the telescope 
at 
13 E. Palatine Rd. In Prospect 


Heights, just cast of Rtc. 83, wasn't 
trained on tho heavens. When Homer 
Torroyson would Invite amateur astrono- 
mers to spend a few hours of star gazing 
from his homemade observatory. When 
they Mould gaze admiringly at Venus, 
the B!g Dipper or the Gemini Twins. 


"Wo had some wonderful times there 


— sometimes we'd have 12 telescopes at 
one time," remembered Torreyson, now 
76. "For 15 years members of the Chi- 
cago Amateur Astronomical Association 
met at my place for their annual observ- 
ing party." 


Torrcyson left his observatory behind 


In 1961 when he moved back to his home- 
town of Defiance, Ohio. His project still 
stands — a memorial to the nearly three 
years he spent building the structure on 
nights and weekends. Topped by a large 
metallic dome with sliding hatch. It 


catches the eye of passing Palatine Road 
motorists, startled to find such an oddity 
In the midst of the suburbs. 


WHEN TOKKEYSON started building 


his observatory In 1939, there were no 
trees In the area. Tho Palatine Ex- 
pressway was only a small road then. 
"I built the observatory bit by bit," said 
Torrcyson, a former science teacher at 
Lane Tchnlcal High School in Chicago. 
"The telescope was made of glass from a 
porthole of a ship — it measured about 
nine Inches. I was fortunate to order 
steel rolled to a circle to make the slid- 
ing track for the dome." 


Torrcyson had few building problems. 


"The only mishap was that before com- 
pletion of tho dome, it was taken by a 
wind storm and landed in the middle of 
the road. I had to take it apart and store 
it In the garage until spring." 


A star gazer since he was a boy, Tor- 


rcyson decided he would someday build 
his own observatory. "When I was a 
lad, about In the first grade, my father 
used to show me the Dipper. Then about 
1909, 1910, I got Interested In Haley's

Passolt said this, in 
conjunction with the new federal revenue 
sharing program, made Wheeling more 
responsible for fundln&of the center. 


Officials of the Northwest Opportunity 


Center report that 137 Wheeling families 
were served by the center during the 
present fiscal year. Among the services 
offered by the center are adult educa- 
tion, legal assistance. Operation Nutri- 
tion, emergency food, family planning 
and Income tax aid.

As Ncsbitt said: "We don't use the ob-

R-Arllngton 


Heights, and Rep. John Hirschfeld, 
R-Champalgn, added impetus to the re- 
form move by successfully blocking the 
reelection of Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, until he agreed to similar 
reforms. 


The cooperation of Blair and Rep. 


Clyde Choale, D-Anna, in Incorporating 
the reforms Into the House rules may be 
the first major step in drawing together 


a bitterly divided House which many 
have feared might become one of the 
most ineffective in the state's history. 


Blair and Choate, both with reputations 


of ignoring many of the rank and file of 
their party, not only accepted the reform 
proposals outlined by Katz, but "went 
out of their way" to help perfect them, 
said the Glencoe legislator. After general 
agreement was reached, Republican 
Blair even accorded Democrat Katz the 
privilege of dictating the rules In final 
form. 


A total of 12 reforms were added to the 


House rules, which chiefly Insure ad- 
vance notice to the public and to legisla- 
tors of what bills actually propose, and 
require adequate notice of any changes 
before they may be called to a vote. 


The new rules also eliminate the privi- 


lege of a bills sponsor bypassing com- 
mittees, thus bringing bills to passage 
stage with no committee study or hear- 
ings, and guarantees the right of public 
witnesses to appear when hearings are 
scheduled. 


Contest for power rages 
Congress, White House 
battle over new budget 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Any additions 


by Congress to President Nixon's pro- 
posed $0)8.7 billion budget would lead to 
tax increases and more Inflation, Trea- 
sury Sec. George P. Shultz testified. 


If Congress cooperates to hold down 


spending, the Increase In consumer 
prices will slow to 2.5 per cent and unem- 
ployment will drop to about 4.S per cent 
In the year beginning July 1, Shultz told 
the House Appropriations Committee. 


"In order to prevent a resurgence of 


Inflation, and to prevent also an increase 
In taxes, we again need close cooperation 
between the Congress and tho executive 
branch," ShulU said in prepared re- 
marks. 


Tho issue of congressional appropria- 


tions and White House refusal to spend 
some of them has become ono of the 
main points of contention between the 
Democratic-controlled Congress and the 
Republican administration. 


Medicare 
coverage to 
be extended 


People 85 and older who didn't qualify 


before for Medicare hospital Insurance 
coverage will be able to get this protec- 
tion starting in July by paying a monthly 
premium, according lo Norman There- 
len, social security manager In Arlington 
Heights. 


Coverage under this new provision can 


begin on July I, 1573. Initially, the pre- 
mium will bo $44 a month for Medicare 
hospital insurance protection. The pre- 
mium will be $33 a month for Medicare 
costs rise. 


"People buying hospital Insurance un- 


der this new provision also will be re- 
quired to enroll for medical Insurance 
coverage," Thorcsen said. The basic pre- 
mium for medical insurance Is now $5.80 
• month. The government pays an equal 
amount. 


People who have worked enough to re- 


ceive social security or railroad retire- 
ment benefits when they reach 65 — as 
most people have today — are covered 
automatically by hospital Insurance. 
These people don't pay hospital Insur- 
ance premiums, because costs of tho pro- 
gram are paid from social security pay- 
roll contributions of employees, their em- 
ployers, and self-employed people during 
their working years. 


"Tho new provision on hospital Insur- 


ance Is designed to extend this coverage 
to people 63 or older who have little or no 
work credit under social security and are 
unable to obtain comparable Insurance 
through private companies," Thorcsen 
said.

"I think what we have to demonstrate 


to this President is that this is a deter- 
mined Congress — determined to reas- 
sert Its constitutional authority and re- 
sponsibility and that It doesn't dismiss 
some of these crude means," he said. 


"Out It Is not going to advertise what it 


may use. It's going to be as selective as 
the President has tried to bo In gradually 
expanding his authority at the expense of 
the Congress and the people."

Members of Dunne's office will staff the 
unit, and citizens may visit the mobile 
office without advance appointments to 
seek Information pertaining to county 
functions and express their opinions.

Kill be from 10 a.m., to 4 p.m., each day. 


"I was pleased with the past oper- 


ational performance of tho office of in- 
quiry and Information's mobile unit," 
Dunne said. "I feel this unit, with its pe- 
riodical visits throughout tho county, af- 
fords people the opportunity of personal 
contact and first-hand information." 


KATZ OUTLINED yesterday some of 


the proposed changes In the House-Sen- 
ate joint rules, all of which he said the 
House leadership has Indicated It will 
support. 


A major step would be' to require all 


state agencies and various elected offi- 
cials to submit their 
appropriations 


requests In "omnibus" bills, rather In the 
piecemeal fashion which has been wide- 
spread In the past. It would also forbid 
submitting duplicate bills in the House 
and Senate. 


"Under present practice," said Katz, 


when the appropriations committees of 
both houses are considering identical 
partial requests from the agencies, "they 
never know what else is coming." Like- 
wise, when they have approved a bill, 
they never know whether It will contain 
the same provisions as the bill In the oth- 
er house, thus requiring duplicate work 
when the twin bill comes before them. 


Also sought will be a rule to require 


Joint waiver by both houses of the House 
deadline far the introduction of legisla- 


tion. It bos not been uncommon for the 
House to waive the deadline late in the 
session and "dump new legislation on the 
Senate at the llth hour," when there is 
no time for adequate debate or study. 


ANOTHER RULE, already adopted by 


the House, requires that members be fur- 
nished with copies of conference com- 
mittee reports before they may be voted 
upon. That will prevent conference com- 
mittees from making major changes in 
legislative proposals and calling them to 
a vote without the members being aware 
of the changes. 


While pleased at the changes, and even 


more so by the new aura of acceptance 
on the part of the leadership, Katz cau- 
tioned that they are not yet firmly estab- 
lished. 


The House may waive any of its rules 


by vote of the membership. Katz said he 
and the other 13 Democrats will general- 
ly oppose waivers of the rules and will 
demand roll-call votes when waivers are 
asked.

We support 
abortion stand 


Until late last month It appeared 


the battle for liberalized abortion 
laws was going to be fought step by 
step 
through state legislatures 


nround the country. 


But then seven of the nine jus- 


tices of the United States Supreme 
Court exercised the same power 
they used In outlawing racial seg- 
regation in the schools and dramat- 
ically altered tho course of the 
abortion debate. 


We applaud the Supreme Court 


ruling, which places the decision 
on abortion during the first three 
months of pregnancy in the hands 
of the woman and her doctor. The 
ruling essentially agrees with a po- 
sition taken by the Herald for sev- 
eral years. 


It Is important to note what the 


decision did not do. It did not say 
any woman should be forced to 
have an abortion against her will; 
nor did It rule on the touchy issue 
of when the fetus becomes a hu- 
man being. 


Instead, the court ruled that 


abortion In tho early months 'of 
pregnancy is a private matter, sub- 
ject only to rules designed to pro- 
tect the health of the mother. Only 
In later months, when a developing 
Infant may be capable of surviving 
outside the womb, did the court 
say the state had the right to pre- 
vent abortion. 


In tho aftermath of the decision, 


there arc two groups who must bo 
specifically addressed. The first is 
the Illinois General Assembly. Illi- 
nois legislators should Immediately 
put Illinois law into lino with the 
court decision to remove any ling- 
ering doubts that may be in the 
minds of doctors and their patients 
on their status before the low. 


Tho second group ir the church 


leaders and private citizens who, 
cither formally or Informally, have 
been opposing liberal abortion 
laws. These persons firmly believe 


that abortion is immoral and have 
worked hard to make sure that it 
remains illegal. 


Now that the Supreme Court has 


spoken, it will be tempting for the 
opponents of abortion to take the 
course carved out by opponents of 
the court's decisions on desegrega- 
tion and public school prayer. They 
may 
promote a 
Constitutional 


amendment to overturn the ruling 
and fight the decision on the politi- 
cal level. 


\Vc believe that course of action, 


as exemplified by last weekend's 
rally against abortion, will be a 
mistake. Instead, we urge the op- 
ponents of abortions to set .up pro- 
grams of counseling and care in or- 
der to teach women who will be 
searching for alternatives to abor- 
tion. 


Anyone who has worked in the 


social welfare field can attest to 
the fact that, although abortion is 
tho solution 
to unwanted preg- 


nancies for some women, it is not 
the answer for all women. 


The proponents of the "right to 


life" view should direct their con- 
siderable energies and zeal to help- 
Ing women find alternatives and to 
education, so that every woman 
truly has a choice when faced with 
unwanted pregnancy. 


We have always said we respect 


the beliefs of those who argue that 
abortions may be taking a human 
life and we can sympathize with 
that deeply held moral and reli- 
gious belief. 


We also believe the decision on 


the moral issues of abortion must 
be made by Individuals. Those who 
oppose abortion will have as much 
voice in the direction of those indi- 
vidual decisions as those who fa- 
vor it. 


The Supreme Court ruling in 


short, has not ended the debate. It 
has only removed the state from a 
role as participant and judge.

Reference is made to your January 19 


Issue regarding a letter written by John 
Krizka, complaining of the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District's winter closing 
schedule. 


On November IS, 1072, tho district Is- 


sued a public announcement regarding 
tho wintertime operating schedule of 
various picnic groves and winter sports 
centers throughout the County. 


Tho uso of district-owned land and fa- 


cilities has a much lower Incidence dur- 
ing tho winter season due mainly to the 
inclement weather. Since It is almost Im- 
possible to keep all drives and parking 
areas free of Ice and snow and safe for 
public use, the district has set aside ap- 
proximately 75 different areas that arc 
open during tho winter months dally 
from 8 a.m. until 10 p.m. 


Mr. Krizka Is wrong when he states 


that Northwestern Woods and Big Bend 
Lako arc closed, since these areas have 
been open all winter long. 


Of the 75 areas open, many of them 


contain winter sports activities Including 
toboggan runs, sledding hills, Ice skating, 
Ice fishing and snowmobillng sites. These 
highly used areas are,manned by dlssrlct 
personnel seven days a week and takes 
two shifts. This uses up many man hours 
of work, whlcn means that personnel Is 
not available to shovel snow at all dis- 
trict locations. 


In addition, the winter months arc usu- 


ally tho time when tho district's rangers 
and laborers use up their compensatory 
time which they have earned during the 
spring, summer and fall months. These 
men must work every Saturday, Sunday 
and holiday and arc given a day off for 
all extra days worked. No overtime Is 
paid. 


Tho district encourages use of Its facil- 


ities at all times and where possible the 
gates have been set back so as to allow 
several cars to park in front of the gates 
and thus utilize the area. Most of the 75 
sites havo been selected so as to be with- 
in easy driving distance of most commu- 
nities. Thus, Big Bond Lake is open, but

NEW YORK (UPI) - Tho com that 


grows as high as an elephant's eye could 
provide salvation for the United States In 
the world's markets, a Wall Strectcr 
said. 


David Bartlett, vice president {or In- 


stitutional sales of Laldlaw & Co., 
reached this conclusion while research- 
Inn the stocks of companies that sell fer- 
tilizer. 


He sold he was struck by the fact the 


world's greatest single need today is for 
more meat — and tho only way to pro- 
duce more meat is to grow more corn. 
"Tho United States is the one country In 
the world with the acreage and con- 
sistently right climate to produce corn In 
huge amounts year after year," Bartlett 
said. 


Government officials in Washington 


and large grain companies In Chicago 
and New York agree. Russia, which 
needs vast quantities of corn, docs not 
have tho cllmalo to grow corn In largo 
amounts year after year. "Russia 
doesn't get enough July and August rain 
for corn," said Bartlett. China has both 
climate problems and transportation 
problems for growing largo amounts of 
corn. 


t l A R T L E T T SAID THE swelled 


"green revolution" In India and other 
needy countries has "bombed out," Icav- 
Ing the world more dependent on U.S. 
farm produce than at any time since 
World War II. 


Therefore, he sold, the United States 


has an opportunity to Increase farm ex- 
ports In the next eight or nine years from 


today's $8 billion a year to around $18 
billion. That would more than wipe out 
our current trade deficit which ran $6.4 
billion last year, and com Is the best bet 
for accomplishing it. Bartlett was inter- 
ested In this primarily because such a 
condition would Increase fertilizer sales. 


The Importance of Increasing farm ex- 


ports also Is touched on in an article by 
W. B. Saundcrs, vice president of Cargill 
& Co., Minneapolis, in his company's 
current trade bulletin. Cargill sold, even 
in 1972, when the U.S. had Its most unfa- 
vorable trade balance In history, normal 
farm exports exceeded imports by $U bil- 
lion. Special grain sales to Russia would 
add another billion to that 


The reason the green revolution suf- 


fered setbacks in India, Chile, Argentina 
and other underdeveloped lands Is pre- 
cisely the reason scientists predicted. It 
takes a genuine agricultural take-off, not 
just the Introduction of better seeds and 
fertilizers, to enable a country to sudden- 
ly double or treble Its farm output as tho 
United Slates and western Europe have 
done In this century. 


THE TERM farm take-off means a si- 


multaneous development of agricultural 
science, transportation, financing, mar- 
keting, popular education and raising the 
consumer standard of living. 


Dartlctt predicted the time soon will 


come when the United States no longer 
will have to impose acreage controls on 
Its farmers or pay tho subsidies. "In- 
stead, wo will be urging them to produce 
all they can, and the world will be clam- 
oring for what they grow," he sold. 


One of life's more embarrassing mo- 


ments is having a check "bounce," says 
William A. Reasoner. 


"It Is distressing to open on envelope 


and find a notice that one's check has 
been returned for 'Insufficient funds'," 
notes tho president and chief executive 
officer of Waddcll & Reed, Inc., Kansas 
City-based national financial services 
complex. 


"Even worse than the embarrassment 


is the possibility of criminal proceedings 
against a person who passes off a bad 
check," he adds. "That Is adding insult 
to Injury. 


"There arc occasions when a business 


firm considers such an incident 'the last 
straw' — and takes the check to tho 
courts," Reasoner warns. 


WHAT SHOULD you do If this ever 


happens to you? 


"Contact a lawyer," he advises. "You 


will probably be informed that if the af- 
fair was Innocent and you had assumed 
you had csough money In your account 
to cover the check — or that you were 
expecting to deposit an amount to take 
care of It — you will be declared in- 
nocent. 


"However, if you had no reasonable 


prospects of putting money In the ac- 
count — merely hoping to win n horse 
race, sweepstakes or' a contest — you 
could be judged guilty." 


Reasoner says the whole matter hing- 


es on Intent. If you intended trying to 
"get away with It," watch out. You are 
in trouble. 


Hero ore some precautions Reasoner 


suggested to avoid check-bouncing: 


Raise may mean a pay cut 


How much help would a 5 per cent pay 


raise be to the average American family 
this year? 


"For many, such a welcome hike 


means more income — for millions of 
others, it means a budget knocked com- 
pletely out of kilter by a thinner pay 
check," said Fcrd Nauhclm, ot Kalb, 
Voorhis & Co. 


Nauhclm heads the Washington, D.C., 


office of Kalb, Voorhis, members of the 
Now York and American stock ex- 
changes. Niiuhclm's office provides a full 
rango of diversified training, statistical, 
sales and promotional services. 


"Rising prices, Inflation and higher So- 


cial Security taxes will chip away In 1973 
at familial buying power. Families will 
bo forced, even with pay Increases, to 
take a new look at their Incomes and 
make some major budget adjustments," 
Nauhetm said. 


FOR INSTANCE, a man with a wife 


and two children and a $150-a-week sala- 


ry In 1972 had a take-home pay of 
$131.20. "This year, with a S per cent 
raise, his base salary will be J157.50 and 
his aftertax take-homo pay will be 
$137.29-a $6.09 raise. 


"Now, 
consider the plight of a man 


with a $250 weekly salary, a wife and two 
children. In 1972, he took home $222.49, 
after taxes. With a S per cent pay raise, 
his 1973 base salary advances to $262.50. 
Honovcr, federal Income taxes and In- 
creased Social Security taxes will reduce 
his take-home total to $217.54 — $4.86 a 
week less than last year," Nauhclm 
stresses. 


Add to this a rate of inflation still 


above the 3 per cent level, ho notes, and 
tho seriousness of the situation truly be- 
comes evident. 


"It docs not take a computer — or a 


crystal ball — to figure out what tho 
long-range effects will be," he notes. "It 
docs, however, demand some serious fi- 
nancial planning and a meaningful pro- 
gram that will help stave off the erosive 


effects of continued inflation. 


"A workable budget should include a 


portion of Incomo set aside for life Insur- 
a n c e, and another for equity In- 
vestments, such as mutual funds or vari- 
able annuities," ho said. 


"When you reach a point where It 


seems Impossible to stay ahead of the 
game, it's time to change — to at least 
try to improve your position. The best 
means would be to adopt u balanced fi- 
nancial planning program that makes ev- 
ery dollar work — for today and for tho 
future as well," Nauhclm concluded.

Bonanza International Inc., expects to 


report substantial increases In sales and 
earnings for the 53-week fiscal year end- 
ed Dec. 31, 1972, according to Webb 
Lowe, president of the nationwide family 
restaurant chain. 


Preliminary unaudited results Indicate 


fully taxed earnings increased to $865,000 
or 20 cents a share of common stock for 
1972, double tho $403,000 or 10 cents per 
share reported In 1971. Tax benefits from 
tax-loss carryforwards of $760,000 or 17 
cents per share for 1972 and $394,000 or 
10 cents a share for 1971 increased net 
earnings to $1,625,000 or 37 cents n share 
in 1972 and $797,000 or 20 cents a share In 
1971. 


Lowo said the company's pretax earn- 


ings were reduced In tho fourth quarter 
of 1972 by $159,400, tho amount of price 
reductions which were passed on to cus- 
tomers under an earlier reported agree- 
ment with government pricing author- 
ities. An additional $127,600 in price re- 
ductions will be made during the first 
quarter of 1973. 


Lowe said revenues — which consist of 


sales by company-operated Bonanza Sir- 
loin Pit outlets, rental and royalty fees 
and other incomo — reached $24.2 mil- 
lion in 1972, representing a 122 per cent 
Increase over the $10.9 million reported 
In 1971. 


Chainwidc sales rose 45 per cent to $93 


million for the 53-week 1972 accounting 
period, compared with $64 million for 52 
weeks the year before. Meanwhile, aver- 


age sales per restaurant showed a 14.1 
per cent gain over 1971, compared with a 
12.7 per cent in improvement in 1971 over 
1970. 


1 The restaurant chain opened 79 new 
outlets during the year bringing to 307 
the total number of Sirloin Pits at year- 
end, 86 of which were company-operated. 
Another 51 restaurants were under con- 
struction as of Dec. 31.'At the end of 1971 
there were 228 outlets, 32 of which were 
company-operated.

telling us how to go about this? Wo don't 
want to ask just anybody as not everyone 
would understand. 


And wo arc not anxious to pass over 


the great divide cither, wo just want to 
do our part for making this a better 
world to live In. We think this would be 
better than an expensive funeral that 
really won't help anybody except the un- 
dertaker. 


Dear Iteailer — You are not the first 


couple to write me with this or similar 
questions. The recent developments In 
transplants have stimulated many to 
want to do something of a similar na- 
ture. Your letter represents a healthy at- 
titude toward death. 


There Is a fine new book written by 


David Hendln called "Death as a Fact of 
Life," (published by W. W. Norton & 
Company, 55 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
New York 10003; price $7.50) that you 
would find very helpful. Hendln has writ- 
ten a readable and Informative book on 
the subject. 


He tells you that to make a donation 


all you need Is a card or other written 
document, samples of which arc avail- 
able from your doctor or your local 


branch of the Kidney Foundation. 


Then If a situation should arise where 


a kidney transplant Is needed and you 
have recently expired, the doctors can 
proceed, at once, without waiting and per- 
haps wasting your precious gift of life. 


If a card or letter Is on your person the 


doctors attending you will take care of 
the rest This includes making arrange- 
ments to give the body to a medical uni- 
versity if they have need for bodies. The 
card or document, however, must bo 
signed by the donor and witnessed by 
two persons. 


ASIDE FROM TELLING you how to 


do It — and providing an entertaining 
history of donating bodies and organs, 
Hcndln's book discusses the total picture 
of death. 


He discusses in a lucid manner the 


problem of determining death and prob- 
lems related to transplants. There Is also 
good advice on facing the facts of dying 
and a special chapter on children and 
death. 


How do you deal with death or explain 


It to children? 


Dr. Dcnton Cooley, who performed 


many of the early heart transplants re- 
viewed the book and commented that It 
"Is a splendid compilation of Information 
gathered from many sources, and should 
be read by all intelligent and rational 
persons concerned with the meaning and 
purpose of our existence as human 
beings .., Society must cope with many 
special problems concerned with' tho 
dead and dying. I will recommend (this 
book) to enlighten medical colleagues, to 
comfort relatives of bereaved, and to 
others desiring insight into death." I 
agree with Dr. Cooley's assessment.

Dear Dorothy: How do you keep white 


sugar from getting hard? I've tried using 
apple and bread, but no luck.

You've reversed the procedure. You 


add moisture (like apple and bread) to 
brown sugar to keep it soft. But to keep 
white sugar soft, you keep moisture out 
of It. 


One way to do it Is to put your white 


sugar In the freezer. The cold, dry air 
should draw out the moisture, which Is 
making It hard. This Is precisely why 
one wraps food In moisture vaporproof 
paper In the frccicr - to keep the cold, 
dry air from drawing out the moisture 
and giving foods stalled "freezer 
burn."

you do much painting, but. If not maybe 
many readers might like to know this 
little tip when using rubber-base paint. 
Since It changes color when It dries, one 
can tell pretty quickly what the end re- 
suit will be by daubing some of the paint 
on a white blotter.

The radio snaps to life with a distinctly 


feminine tone. 


"Okay. Give us waves!" Seconds later 


screws turn and a streamlined bow shud- 
ders as It gains speed and bites Into a 
long, rolling swell. 


A drama on the high seas? No. It's one 


of a series of tests to determine the sea- 
worthiness of a new ship design. Under 
the watchful eyes of 26-year-old Susan 
Bales, Navy researchers record and 
analyze every movement and reaction of 
the 16-foot scale model. 


Leaning over a guard rail to keep a 


keen eye on the bobbing model while 
she talks, Susie Bales admits that hers 
Is not on everyday Job but rather a fasci- 
nating follow-up to her primary work as 
a computer science specialist. And to 
hear her tell It, the flow from a design- 
er's theory through the final tests Is a 
snap. But Susan's Job Is In an area where 
most gals would fear to tread and it was 
the result of hard work and diligent ap- 
plication. 


"THE DESIGNER gives us the details 


of his design Idea," she said, "which 
may be translated Into computer terms. 
The computer provides data describing 
the theoretical reaction of the ship In 
various sea conditions. A scale model Is 
built and we run tests for possible com- 
parison between the computer comput- 
ations and the actual movement of tli« 
ship in the water." 


As a key figure In the computation pro- 


cess, Susie is a logical one to take her 
turn In directing the tests and It is here 
where she steps from the routine to the 
spectacular. 


The tests are conducted in the giant 


model basins of the U S Naval Ship Re- 
search and Development Center In Car- 
derock, Md., where sophisticated equip- 
ment can create miniature versions of 
virtually any sea condition likely to be 
encountered by a ship. Complex wave- 
making machines put scale models 
through stresses In hours that ships may 
not endure over a 30-year life span. 


"As a lest director," Susie said, "I 


have to be familiar with the complete 
project from original theory through de- 
tails of installing and connecting the in- 
struments which record every move of 
the model." 


ALTHOUGH SHE claims her past to be 


only Incidental to her present work, her 
ties to the Navy are life long. Her father 
Is a retired chief petty officer and Susie 
was born In the Navy atmosphere of San 
Diego, Calif. While In junior high school, 
she moved to Norfolk, Va. She denies 
that the past Influenced her Interest In 
working at the Navy facility, "But I feel 
a certain closer tic to ships than to other 
types of equipment."

ROME — The oldest surviving monu- 


ment of this city's past glories is not 
even Roman. It's Egyptian. 


It's the 105-foot high, red granite obel- 


isk standing In the Piazza of St. John's 
Lateran, Just outside Rome's principal 
church. It dates back to the reigns of 
Pharaohs Tutmcs III and IV in the 15th 
Century B.C. and stood for over one 
thousand years in front of the Temple of 
Ammon in Thebes before It was brought 
to Rome and put up in the Circus Max- 
imus in the year 357. 


The best known, or at least the one 


seen most often of today's 13 Roman 
obelisks, is the one in St. Peter's Square. 


It Is generally believed to have been 


brought over from-Egypt by the Emper- 
or Caligula In 37 A.D. to decorate the 
Circus of Nero located in the Vatican dls- 
tri;t Tradition holds that St. Peter was 
martyred at the foot of the Vatican obel- 
isk and burled nearby. 


THE OBELISK stood to the left of the 


church until Pope Slxtus V had It moved 
to Its present location in 1586. It was not 
easy. Some 900 men aided by 140 horses 
and 44 windlasses worked more than four

months to transfer the 331-ton column. 


This is the only Roman obelisk to have 


remained upright from the time it was 
first erected here, until, the present. The 
others were either victims of barbaric In- 
vasions or natural disasters and once 
down were lost under debris or left for- 
gotten for centuries. 


The Lateran obelisk, for example, was 


found in 1587 buried 24 feet under the 
Circus Maxlmus and broken into three 
pieces. And the obelisk that now tops the 
famous Fountain of Four Rivers in 
Piazza Navona had been lying broken in 
five pieces near the tomb of Cecilia Ma- 
tella on the Old Applan Way until It was 
salvaged by Bernini in the middle of the 
17th Century. 


Most, but not all, of the obelisks In 


Home are Egyptian. Two — the Sallus- 
tlano obelisk In front of the church of 
Trinita del Monti at the top of the Span- 
ish Steps, and the one In the Plncio gar- 
dens In the Villa Borghesc park — are 
both Imperial Roman Imitations of Egyp- 
tian works. 


There Is still another non-Egyptian col- 


umn In Rome and this one Is something 
of a controversy. This Is the famous 4th 
Century obelisk of Axum that Mussolini 
had brought here from Ethiopia In 1937 
following the Italian invasion of Abys- 
sinia. 


It now stands between the Circus Max- 


lmus and the Baths of Caracalla, but dis- 
cussions are presently under way be- 
tween the Italian and Ethiopian govern- 
ments for Its return, and it Is generally 
believed that it should be going home be- 
fore too long. 


In a city that once had and then lost 50 


obelisks, It Is doubtful if anyone will no- 
tice one more or less.

SAN FRANCISCO - Eight dragons re- 


side in San Francisco's Chinatown, but 
there's only one Gum Lung. Tho 120-foot- 
er that reigns over the city's Chinese 
New Year parade this month Is a heavy- 
weight In the classic Chinese tradition. 


No self-respecting Chinese knight 


would bo caught dead slaying a dragon. 
Unlike those of Sir Lancelot's day, the 
dragon of Chinese legend is a sacred and 
bcneflclent beast Tho many-faceted pro- 
tector of the Chinese people has tho head 
of a camel, horns of a deer, eyes of a 
rabbit, ears of a cow, nock of a serpent, 
belly of a frog, scales of a carp and tal- 
ons of a hawk. 


There arc lesser breeds, but this Is 


Lung, the divine do-gooder that inhabits 
the skies. A symbol of Imperial power, 
Lung decorated tho emperor's standard, 
postage stamps, the coins of tho realm 
and was Indispensable at any major pro- 
cession. 


Such a creature is tho Golden Dragon, 


which will wrltho through San Fran- 
cisco's downtown streets in the wake of a 
DO-mlnuto spectacle starting at 7 p.m. on 
Saturday, Feb. 17. Tho parade Is the 
piece dc resistance of the Chinese com- 
munity's nine-day Year of the Ox festi- 
val. 


BUM LUNG hibernates In a warehouse 


from winter to winter. Tho cumbersome 
show-stopper is roused only as Uie new 
lunar year draws near. 


It takes several artisans under the di- 


rection of dragon master Leo Foon from 
eight to 10 days to link up his block-long 
body of hand-tied bamboo sections. 


Snn Francisco's "Night of the Dragon" 


parade developed Into a double-header In

SINGAPORE (UPI) - Progress Is 


shoving aside the trappings of the lusty 
old Singapore waterfront. 


Soon little will be left In tho Immediate 


harobr area to conjure visions of the bad 
old days of brawling seamen's bars, 
opium dens, and Incense-scented brothels 
behind every other door. 


Wrecking balls are crashing through 


the walls knocking down tho buildings 
that might have housed such goings-on 
In tho colonial past, to make room for 
modern concrete, steel and glass towers. 


Singapore Is far from losing Its Asian 


ways, however, and the planners prom- 
ise It will never bo turned Into another 
Wall Street. 


You can still look out on a harbor alive . 


with the bustle of water taxis and open 
hull lighters whose Chinese owners have 
painted dragon eyes on the prows to 
avoid collisions on the jade-green waters 
ot tho world's fourth largest business 
port 


YOU CAN walk down 
waterfront 


sidewalks where Indian money changers 
thrust the currencies of a dozen nations 
under your nose and ask, "Change mon- 
ey?" It doesn't matter If you want to 
convert your money Into local currency 
or the other way around. They'll make a 
profit cither way. 


You can step from the customs counter 


on Clifford Pier right into one of the 
world's most active commercial dis- 
tricts. Big British and Chinese trading 
houses with gray granite fronts look 
down on the pier across Collycr Quay. 


Street vendors offer chicken soup from 


steaming cauldrons, milky bean curd 
juice from plastic tubs and tidbits of chil- 
lied pork wrapped in rice or bread and a 
banana leaf wrapped around that, amid 
a constant babble In the Malay, Chinese, 
Indian and English. 


But alongside the traditional and the 


familiar on the Singapore waterfront, are 
new and quite different landmarks-to-be. 


On one stretch of waterfront property 


— a three-block area that was last used 
as a parking lot and an all-night noodle 


stand — six giant skyscrapers arc going 
up, one to be 50 stories high. 


IN TWO YEARS, predicts government 


architect Alan Choc, tho waterfront area 
will be almost wholly transformed. 


Two and three stories off the ground, 


he says, will be public podium areas con- 
necting the new buildings and fitting into 
a waterfront garden-park adjoining the 
commercial district. It will be in front of 
Singapore's courthouse, city hall and big 
green cricket pitch. 


"In two years, a tourist will bo able to 


walk through a scries of comfortable, 
all-conditioned shopping arcades on tho 
podium levels, across tho avenues on 


covered foot bridges and into the parks 
along a developed area two and a half 
miles long," Clioo said. 


And In the years beyond the immediate 


future, thcrp are plans for more new 
commercial waterfront developments, 
ono on 82-story building complex cov- 
ering 33 acres. 


CIIOE SAYS the government's urban 


renewal plans take care to preserve tho 
old trading center character of Singapore 
where possible. Situated In the middle of 
the forest of concrete rising on the wa- 
terfront now, Choc points out, is a quaint 
old one-story building that looks as If it 
were built to house a merry-go-round.

LUXOR, Egypt - We had Just feasted 


on a sumptuous lunch in the New Winter 
Palace dining room — and now It 
seemed like centuries had rolled back- 
ward as' we Jiggled and Joggled in a 
horsedrawn carriage along the Nile. 


It had seemed almost eerie to me that 


morning standing on the balcony of my 
luxurious, modern room at the New Whi- 
ter Palace (built In the 1960s) to gaze 
next door at the great Luxor Temple con- 
structed during the reign of Amenhotep 
III... 14th century, B.C. 


As our carriage rattled along El Bahr 


Street we passed robed Arabs resting 
their donkeys on the bank of the Nile. 


"It looks like something right out of 


the Bible," someone said. 


INDEED IT DOES. Until you notice 


the Western shoes peeking out from un- 
der the galabia — or glimpse two more 
robed Arabs spinning by on bicycles. 


Egypt is such a study of contrasts. You 


can spend a day wandering through mag- 
nificent temples carved 13 centuries be- 
fore Christ — or feel like Cleopatra as 
you float down the Nile on an ancient 
felucca — and that night swing to a sen- 
sational rock band in a sophisticated sup- 
per club. 


Hotels are modern and comfortable. In 


Cairo we stayed at the Nile Hilton where 
all rooms have a balcony with a view of 
the Nile, city or pyramids — and radio 
and telephone. There are several restau- 
rants and bars, casino, nightclub, cafe 
and pizzeria, swimming pool with 32 ca- 
banas and two tennis courts. Rates are 
$11.50 or $18.50 single, $18.50 or $20.70 
double. 


In Aswan we stopped at the New Cata- 


ract and had a large room with a terrace 
overlooking the Nile. Doubles range from 
about $11 to $14.40, depending on the 
view. Singles are a few dollars less. 


Here In Luxor the New Winter Palace 


is an exceptionally well-run hotel set in a 
magnificent tropical garden with an 
Olympic-sized swimming pool. Rates arc 
$14.40 single and $20.50 double. 


Ideally, one should spend enough time 


in Egypt to comprehend its wonders 
completely. But don't overlook the ad- 
venture of seeing at least some of It on a 
several-country package tour such as the 
two prestige tours offered this year by 
Olson Travel Organization — Holy Lands 
and Mediterranean or Middle Eastern 
Montago and Greece. Both are 22-day 
tours that include a week in the land of 
the Pharoahs.

paid about $17.5 million for seven movies 
in the James Bond secret agent series, 
with the deal reported to Include at least 
several playings of the motion pictures. 


SO ABC-TV, as the smallest network 


and for years far behind in the ratings, 
has been gambling big. A 1972 corporate 
statement said "Third quarter operating 
earnings 
for American Broadcasting 


Cos., Inc., more than tripled those of the 
like period of 1971," and added: "This 
record level of earnings principally re- 
flected improvement In boradcastlng, 
particularly 
from the television net- 


work." 


Well, the ratings have definitely come 


up on an overall basis, but there are still 
ups and downs in ABC-TV's new promi- 
nence, and in its gambling. On the one 
hand, for instance, the Jan. 22-28 7<R'ity 


ratings show the statistical Improvement 
of the ABC-TV series "Owen Marshall. 
Counselor at Law," "Rung Fu" and 
"The Streets of San Francisco" since 
midseason network schedule changes. On 
the other hand, the switch of ABC-TV'S 
Julie Andrews variety series to Saturday 
nights doesn't seem to have helped too 
much at all. 


BUT ABC-TV just keeps firing away 


with those blockbuster movies. On Feb. 
18, as another example, the network will 
present — for four-and-a-half hours, no

mighty hard to do recently. 


These ore Umea that try area skiers' 
souls. 


The last three weeka or so have been 


extremely frustrating for local en- 
thuslasu who love to take to the slopes. 
They must be tiring of hopefully check- 
Ing the weather forecasts each day, then 
disgustedly 
throwing the newspaper 


down or clicking off the radio. Patience 
is wearing thin. 


Last winter was not exactly a vintage 


year for Midwest skiers either. Winter 
wai all right once II arrived, but It sure 
look Its lime. There were 70-degree tem- 
peratures In December before January 
became more typical. 


This year It's been Just the opposite. 


We enjoyed good sld conditions in De- 
cember with plenty of snow. Then 
January acted more like April. There 
was less than an Inch of snow for tho 
entire month — lowest January Chicago 
area total In 24 years and fifth-lowest 
mark since they started keeping records 
sometime last century. 


Wo Midwest skiers aren't fussy. We 


don't have to have powder snow like In 
the Rocky Mountains, though It would be 
nice once In a while. All wo ask Is tem- 
peratures about 28 degrees or lower so 
resorts can make their own snow. We 
haven't even gotten that lately and wo 
have gotten plenty of the wrong kind of 
precipitation. 


About the only alternative In the last 


month or so has been to travel as far out 
of tho area ns possible. It's not possible 
for all of us to fly out West or even drive 
out there for a few days at this time of 
year. 


A few Iriemls and I did the next-best 


Mag. We had to cancel plans to ski In 
the Wltconsln Dells area because there 
wasn't even much snow there. So we 
drove a few more hours up to Iron Moun- 
tain. Mich., about 100 miles north of 
Green Day to a resort called Pine Moun- 
tain. 


We were determined to continue on to 


the North Polo if necessary to find 
enough snow and cold, but we came 
across enough of both at Iron Mountain. 
It wasn't the best snow but It was belter 
than nothing. And we were at least lucky 
enough to get two clear days of brilliant 
sunshine and see some beautiful scenery. 


It did start snowing toward the end of 


last week, but that still doesn't help 
much until we have at least a couple of 
days of seasonably cold weather. Oh, 
some local resorts havo managed to stay 
open on a limited basis (though most 
have had to close temporarily). But don't 
believe It when they call their conditions 
"good to fair." That's whistling In tho 
dark, and if bases aren't listed at moro 
than 10 Inches, tho translation is "mostly 
bare." 


Owners and managers of local ski 


areas, though, arc to bo pitied even more 
than itchy skiers. The weatherman has 
been taking money nut of their pockets. 
Yet. most of those within an hour drive 
of this area were still cheerful enough 
recently to discuss Midwest skiing in 
general while waiting — and hoping. 


Several questions were posed to ski 


managers John Stopa of Wllmol (Wls.), 
Keith Chew of Four Lakes (Usle), Steve 
Watson of Holiday Park (Woostcr Lake), 
Bob Asplnall of Majestic Hills (also Lake 
Geneva) and Ted Kottmcler of Fox 
Trails (Cory). Here's how some conver- 
sations went: 


Q: Why do you think skiing has been 


growing In popularity so quickly In tho 
Mldweil? 


Stopa: "There's a very large popu- 


lation in and around Chicago, of course, 
and it's easier to go for an hour drive 
than a plane flight. It's a matter of cost 
to many people. There are hills around 
here and you can have a lot of fun. Con- 
ditions hove not been good lately but the 
weather is usually suitable here In the 
winter. And people all ages can enjoy 
It" 


' Chew: "People wont to get outside and 
do something In tho winter. There are 
colleges and other groups which start ski 
clubs and they bring largo groups of 
people at once to make it easier." 


Watson: "I think tho annual Ski Show 


at Arlington Park (in October) creates 
Interest. There's a lot of advertising and 
promotions on it, too. Our ski school put 
on demonstrations at Randhurst and 
Woodflcltl shopping centers and a lot of 
people probably said, 'Hey, that looks 
like fun. Let's try It'." 


Asplnall: "People have shorter work 


weeks and more leisure time. The econo- 
my and weather must go hand-ln-hnnd. 
This is the first year we havo had both 
(In December)." 


Kottmcler: "Ski areas havo naturally 


pushed the sport. We go to park districts, 
schools and churches and offer package 
deals for groups to learn. It's an exciting 
Individual thing. Tho challenge and risk 
Intrigues people, even though there arc 
very few accidents. Skiers lovo to talk 
about II. They'll talk It for a ycar'ond ski 
for two or three months." 


Q; I« the Increasing number of skiers 


creating, or will It soon create, a space- 
shortage problem In the Midwest? 


Stopn: "Not for Wilmot ns yet. We can 


still add to our lift facilities If we need 
to." 


Chdw: "Yes, It has become a problem 


and some areas already havo to restrict 
lift tickets to a certain number per day if 
there Is a big crowd." 


Watson: "Sure it will... but not In the 


next two or three years, I don't think. 
There are new areas always opening up 
to take some of the load off." 


Asplnnll: "Wo don't hove enough 


skiers on weekdays, Just on weekends. 
Wc'ro trying to get housewives out by 
offering both equipment rental and a lift 
ticket for $3 Mondays through Fridays." 


q: Are there really many accidents or 


Injuries In skiing, as many non-skiers 
seem lo believe? 


Stopa: "It's probably just overage 


here, which Is not many. Skiing has a 
Icrrlblo reputation In this regard but is 
actually one of tho safer sports. Plenty 
of things are more dangerous. This year 
we've had a drop in the injury rate. It's 
probably due to Improved equipment — 
bindings and boots." 


Chew: "We have very few accidents nt 


Four Lakes or Fox Trails because we 
insist on lessons for nil beginners. This 
makes a big difference." 


Watson: "Injuries nro not common. We 


average one or two n week and even 
some of those are not serious. Ninety per 
cent of all people who ore injured havo 
not taken lessons." 


Asplnall: "The national average is less 


than one-half of one per cent and we're 
way below that." 


Kottmcler: "Accidents are rare. They 


usually happen only because of poor 
equipment or a person trying a slope ho 
Isn't ready to handle." 


Some time soon, I'd like to let novices 


know about some of the facilities at near- 
by slopes — If It ever gets cold enough to 
check them out. In the meantime, fellow 
skiers, let's not give up hope yet.

Popularity grows for cross country skiing. 


Instant skiing: families 
try cross country version 


A whole new activity of winter fun has 


opened up for thousands of outdoor-mind- 
ed Americans. Occasionally it Is referred 
to as Nordic skiing, but Is most com- 
monly called cross-country skiing or ski 
touring. 


People who onco stayed Indoors during 


the cold months are, thanks to cross- 
country skiing, now enjoying the winter 
wonderland. 


Why this tremendous growth In cross- 


country skiing? It Is easy to learn; it is 
inexpensive; It Is safe; it Is a group ac- 
tivity that persons of all ages can enjoy. 


While it lacks the sudden thrills of 


downhill skiing, the cross-country variety 
offers some distinct advantages. First, 
there Is Instant skiing — the sport can be 
enjoyed to its fullest the first day out. 
Hours of lessons and practice are not re- 
quired to master the techniques. The In- 
itial investment of hundreds of dollars 
for downhill equipment and the expense 
of lift fees, ski lessons and traveling to 
and from the ski slopes is not necessary. 
There is not the risk of Injuries associ- 
ated with downhill skiing. Nor is there 
tho waiting in long lift linos. In fact, 
many of yesterday's downhill skiers are 
today's strongest advocates of cross- 
country skiing. 


Cross-country skiing began In the Stone 


Age. Four-thonsand-year-old rock car- 
vings depict skiers chasing animals and 
killing them for their food. America was 
Introduced to this form of skiing more 
than 100 years ago by Scandinavian set- 
tlers. But. not until the 1960's did cross- 
country skiing begin to catch on to any 
' extent In the United States. Imports of 
skis have soared from 50,000 pain In 1969 
to 200,000 last year. 


Anyone able to walk can cross-country 


ski. Just a few inches of snowfall and 
flnt-to-rolUng terrain are all that Is 
needed. A skier then does nothing more 
than glide along on a pair of thin waxed 
wood skis equipped with the standard 
cross-country toe binding. 


Considered on excellent form of ex- 


ercise, the repeated, gentle, non-strenu- 


ous, rhythmic movement over extended 
periods of time is cited as a fine way of 
general conditioning. 


Since cross-country ski equipment is 


inexpensive, there is no reason to buy 
the cheapest grades. A quality set of 
boots, poles and. skis with bindings 
should not cost more than $80 or $90. 


The ski itself is lighter, narrower, 


longer and more flexible than the down- 
hill variety. Wood provides the best char- 
acteristics for making cross-country skis. 
Metal edges ore not needed for holding 
because ski touring Is seldom done on 
hard packed or Icy slopes. 


To choose the proper ski length, extend 


an arm upward; the ski should come to 
the wrist — a little lower If for a light- 
weight Individual, a little higher for a 
heavyweight. 


Unlike the downhill type, the ski bind- 


ings must permit the heel of the boot to 
rise off the ski so the ski will glide on the 
snow without lifting — this freedom 
makes leg injuries practically nonexis- 
tent. 


Ideal poles arc made of tonkin cane. 


Their whip action cannot be duplicated 
at a comparable price by metal or fl- 
bcrglos. A pole should be long enough to 
fit snugly under the armpit. For max- 
imum control,.pass the hand up through 
the loop; grip the shaft so the bottom of 
the loop is resting against the top of the 
wrist. 


Comfort and mobility are the key to 


cross-country ski boots. They ore soft, 
lightweight, flexible and are sufficiently 
low cut to permit free ankle movement. 


Proper waxing Is a must for effective 


cross-country skiing — in fact It Is the 
"art" 
of ski touring. Proper waxing pro- 


vldes a sufficient grip to eliminate back 
slip on the push off while Insuring a sat- 
isfactory glide. This combination allows 
cross-country skiers to climb hills. 


In the Midwest four different grades of 


wax are all that is generally necessary 
for the varying temperatures and snow 
conditions. Your local ski equipment 
dealer can suggest the grades needed. 


Snow and temperature conditions can 
change enough in a single day to make it 
necessary to rewax. For the correct wax, 
check the instructions on the container. 


Here's a tip. After applying hard wax 


to the entire ski, place soft wax under 
the boot area only. This provides better 
grip for pushing off. Remember: never 
apply a hard wax over a soft wax! 


Clothing should bo functional — not 


necessarily fashionable. Anything that 
provides freedom of movement and com- 
fortable body temperatures is suitable, 
doling should tend to be lightweight, 
warm, wind resistant and — if anything 
— on the loose side. A head covering 
should be worn as considerable heat is 
lost there. Avid cross-country skiers, 
however, consider themselves properly 
attired only If wearing knickers, heavy 
knee-length socks, sweater and knitted 
cap. 


Now that you are ready to push off, the 


techniques are really quite simple. The 
basic position calls for the knees to be 
bent slightly and the skis be about four 
to eight Inches apart. 


The motion Is similar to skating — 


push off and glide. As your leg move- 
ments become more natural, try pushing 
down and back with the poles. Push with 
the left pole just after pushing off with 
the right leg and vice versa. This will 
help your balance and increase the glide 
of your skis. 


When climbing, concentrate on pushing 


down on the poles rather than back. To 
slow up your downhill speed assume a 
slight crouch, push down and out with 
your heels to form a "V," or what down- 
hiilcrs term a "snowplow." 


Cross-country skiing will never replace 


the generous thrills of downhill skillng 
but it offers a great deal to the family or 
individual who wants to sec the scenery 
and take a peaceful "walk In the woods." 


Check the farmlands, park areas and 


golf courses In your area. Plan to visit a 
ski resort . . . chances arc they have 
already marked out a course or two for 
you to enjoy.

An agreement Is expected tomorrow or 


Thursday for the construction of a pro- 
posed reservoir on Buffalo Creek. 


The $1.2 million project Is o coopers- 


tlve venture by Buffalo Grove, the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District and the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District. The re- 
servoir Is to be Just west of Arlington 
Heights Road In Lake County. 


The MSD Is scheduled to assume the 


major portion of the cost of the pro- 
posed facility, which Is seen as a signifi- 
cant part of the solution to area flooding 
problems. 


Approximately (1,800,000 Is required 


for the land to bo condemned by the 
Lake County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict. The district has applied for a HUD 
federal grant that would reimburse the 


MSD for half the land acquisition cost. 
C o n s t r u c t i o n cost Is estimated at 
1300,000. 


THE MSD IS TO do the engineering 


and Buffalo Grove will assume the re- 
sponsibility for maintenance 
of the 


spillway and 700-foot dam. 


Plans arc to develop the reservoir site 


as a public park with recreational facil- 
ities. MSD officials say the area sur- 
rounding the lake would probably be in- 
undated about five per cent of the time, 
but that it should drain In about two or 
three days and be suitable for picnics 
and sports activities. 


Most of the land being considered for 


the reservoir site is presently farm land.

Place for People, the controversial 


youth center established three years ago 
in Det Plaines, may be officially closed 
tomorrow night when the center's board 
of director* and trustees meet to decide 
Its fate. 


Financial Ills, coupled with a lack of 


community interest in the center, ac- 
cording to Enrln Roschke, chairman of 
the board of trustees, "has made Its fu- 
ture look extremely dim." 


"The community's lack of vision has 


finally caught up with us," said Roschl.c, 
"and It's gotten to the point where we 
will have to decide whether to close the 
place or not."

Students learn music as part of a culture 


Music is • reflection of language and 


environment, says Ira Kersh, connois- 
seur of oriental music who lectured Thurs 
day to fifth and sixth graders at Central 
Elementary School In Des Plaines. 


Kenh, resident of Evanston and mem- 


ber of the Society for Music Ethnocology, 
a national organization for the study of 
the world's music, has spent yean trav- 
eling through Southeast Asia, India and 
the Far East studying the native music 
of each country. He brought Ms collec- 
tion of tape recordings, musical In- 
struments and color slides to the children 


of Des Plaines Elementary School Dlst. 
62 and East Maine Elementary School 
Dlst. 63 In a scries of lectures last 
month. 


Studying the language and environ- 


ment of a people helps put their music 
Into some perspective, he said. In the 
Himalayas, many dialects contain long 
vowel sounds which are accented when 
spoken. Weather In the mountains often 
means high winds which howl through 
the peaks. Music of the natives from this 
area sounds like the howling winds and 


the vowel sounds of the language, says 
Kersh. 


Kcrsh's theory Is part of the huma- 


nities approach to teaching music In ele- 
mentary school, said Fiona Caldcr, 
chairman of the music department at 
Dlst. 62. Music Is part of tho culture of a 
people, says Miss Caldcr, and must be 
understood In relation to the rest of the 
culture. While students listen to the mu- 
sic of a country they also study the art, 
language and dress of the people, she 
says. 


SIXTH GRADERS have been studying 


the family of Instruments In the world, 
said Miss Caldcr, and will design their 
own musical Instruments next spring. 
The students' Instruments will bo dis- 
played during the Fine Arts Festival at 
Dlst. 62 In May. 


According to Kersh, oriental music 


was born 15,000 years ago In a now ex- 
tinct civilization In Afghanistan. The bas- 
ic Instrument In oriental music Is the 
lute, said Kersh. One of the earliest lutes 
was 18 Inches long, had four strings and 
was used to accompany singers. 


The lute was a popular Instrument and 


was passed from civilization, said Kersh. 
By the time the lute reached Spain it has 
been modified Into a guitar, he said, and 
In Hawaii It Is a ukulele. 


In India, the lute Is a seven-string si- 


tar, made from a gourd. The neck of the 
sitar Is extremely long and the In- 
strument must be played sitting down, 
said Kersh. The gourds for the sitar are 
grown with special care. Of 100 gourds, 
only five may be suitable for a sitar, he 
said, and the sitar maker in India usual- 
ly takes three months to make one In-

DC., source "definitely confirmed that 
water and sewer grants are Included" In 
President Nixon's proposed budget cut- 
backs. 


The federal government "will not ac- 


cept any new application for water 
grants at least for 18 months. . . unless 
Congress makes a change," Behrel said 
at his weekly press conference. 


A city council-authorized consultant's 


report last year estimated that up to 
$800,000 of the project could come from 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development 


DESCRIBING HIMSELF as "a Uttle 


gun shy. . . In an election year," the 
mayor said that Des Plaines did not lose 
the funds because of an application de- 
lay. "How can we put In an application if 
the land Isn't under contract?" he said. 


Also, "there was no guarantee" the 


city would have received the estimated

The consultants, Carl F. Buettner 


and Associates Inc. of St Louis found 
that "the present storage facilities and 
d i s t r i b u t i o n system are totally in- 
adequate to handle present maximum 
dally use." Recommended Improvements 
include a new pumping station, a four- 
million gallon reservoir and 25,000 feet of 
water piping. 


Nixon's ban on water grants will force

Ravi Shankar, one of the more popular 


sitar musicians in the United States, is 
held in disrepute in India, said Kcrsh. 
Songs for the sitar are called ragas, he 
said. There Is a raga for morning, anoth- 
er for afternoon and another for night 
-and it is sacrilegious to play them at dif- 
ferent times of the day, as Shankar does 
during his concerts. 


Tliere is no written sitar music, said 


Kersh To learn to play the sitar, a stu- 
dent must live and work with a master 
player for three to five years. The music 
is never written on paper but is memo- 
rized by the player. 


MUSIC OF TIIK Far East is complex, 


said Kcrsh, because the scale contains 
120 tones compared with octave or 
eighty-tone scale in Western music. 
Many of the instruments are variations 
of the xylophone, and may be made of 
\vood, bamboo, metal, or gourd. 


The saw-u of Thailand is a variation of 


the lute. A coconut shell fiddle with sna- 
kcskin covering and two strings, the 
sawu can be played by plucking or with 
a bow. Harmonicas arc also popular in 
the Far East, said Kcrsh. The Khacn is 
the Thai version of the harmonica with 
16 pipes but the Chinese Shcng has 17 
pipes. 


The music of China reflects the atti- 


tude toward life of the Chinese people. 
There are many festivals and the people 
are happy, said Kcrsh. The music is col- 
orful and full of joy for life.

Not within jurisdiction 
Village can't control big pollution problems 


(Loit of a four-part series on the 


"Comprehensive Health Survey" for Elk 
Grove Village.)

In 
Its environmental studies, 
the 


"Comprehensive Health Survey" for Elk 
Grovo Village investigated problems with 
not only the water you drink, the air you 
breathe and the waste you throw away;. 
It also investigated problems with the 
sounds you hear and the sights you sec. 


There Is a common factor running 


through all of the findings on these prob- 
lems (water, uir, solid waste, noise and 
visual pollution). Within the village's ju- 
risdiction, there arc almost no causes of 
serious pollution. The serious pollution 
problems that affect Elk Grovo Village 
have their causes — and cures — beyond 
the village's direct control. 


Water — Its myriad problems with 


their related causes and solutions — is 
perhaps the most complicated of the en- 
vironmental issues facing Elk Grovo Vil- 
lage. ' 


WATER PROBLEMS can be divided, 


with some overlap, Into three general 
areas: pollution, depletion and flooding. 
All three areas can be affected by a vari- 
ety of causes, including consumption; 
s e w a g e discharge and treatment; 
changes In drainage flow; soil erosion; 
and recreational uses. 


The village has no serious water pollu- 


tion problems within its boundaries. 


The water supply, from municipal 


wells, Is believed to be sufficient for at 
least the next several years. The village 
Is working on agreements to obtain wa- 
ter sources other than wells. 


SEVERE FLOODING has occurred In 


the village as a result of extensive build- 
Ing on the Salt Creek flood plain. 


There la some problem with drainage 


flow In the Industrial areas. The ditches 
are big enough, but access to the ditches 
and flow within the ditches is often 
blocked. 


Tho.village can govern water purity 


s t a n d a r d s , quality control checks,, 
maintenance of drainage ditches and 
building on the flood plain within the mu- 
nicipal limits. 


Unfortunately, the village does not 


havo the power to govern such serious 
problems as a more complete control of 
flooding, pollution entering the village 
water supply from outside sources and 
the development of a full sewage treat- 
ment plan. 


Tho survey can only recommend that 


the village exercise as much control as 
possible over water problems and sup- 
port other municipalities and govern- 
ment agencies in developing area-wide 
solutions. 


There has been only one major air pol- 


luter within the village limits, on Indus- 
trial manufacturing firm. A suit was 
brought against the firm which was set- 
tled out of court. The firm has Installed 
antlcmlsslon devices which greatly re- 
duce Its output of polluting emissions. 


Wherever emission-producing vehicles 


are concentrated, there is a source of air 
pollution. There are, according to the 
survey, three such areas affecting the 
village: The tollways, O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport and Woodfleld Mall 
shopping center. 


The village has no control over these 


areas and can only encourage the proper 


agencies to act to reduce air pollution. 
Neither docs Elk Grovo Village have an 
air pollution emergency program. The 
survey contends It should start one to 
guarantee that elderly persons and oth- 
ers suffering from respiratory ailments 
would not be in danger when air pollu- 
tion was high. 


SOLtD WASTE Is anything a person 


throws away. Only there Is no "away" 
because the waste must bo put some- 
where. The survey recommends that the 
village develop a program of not solid 
waste "disposal," but solid waste "man- 
agement." Such a program would em- 
phaslzo recycling and reuse of all pos- 


sible materials. 


Noiso pollution, exposure to loud or 


prolonged noise, Is different from most 
pollution forms. Other pollutions general- 
ly cause a gradual deterioration of 
health. Noise pollution can have Its effect 
almost Immediately. Ear damage can be 
sustained almost as soon as any loud 
noise occurs. And there have been stud- 
ies which Indicate that noise pollution 
can cause not only physical, but psy- 
chological disorders. 


WITHIN THE village there are only a 


few minor noise polluters: Traffic, some 
large air conditioning units and construc- 
tion sites. The serious noise polluter is 


overhead, airplanes in and out of O'Hare 
Airport, says the survey. 


Noise within the village Is only in- 


directly controlled by certain "nuisance" 
ordinances. The survey recommends that 
the village establish specific noise ordi- 
nances which set a limit on the loudncss 
or duration of noise. 


For O'Hare Airport, the recommenda- 


tion Is for the village to join other 
agencies in an effort to get noise from 
airplanes reduced. 


Visual pollution points out the study, Is 


a difficult area to define and deal with. 
There arc two basic types of visual pollu-

tion, deposited and constructed. 


The deposited-type, litter, is easy to 


handle. It must be collected and re- 
moved. This Is a problem for solid waste 
management. 


THE CONSTRUCTED type Is harder to 


control. Simply stated constructed visual 
pollution refers to things which are ugly. 


Ordinances against "ugliness" are a 


legal nightmare, says the survey. The 
courts are never comfortable when they 
try to define what Is beauty and what Is 
not 


The survey recommends that some or- 


dinances can be established, however. 


These would provide that a certain min- 
imum level of exterior appearance be 
maintained for buildings within the vil- 
lage. Planning commissions should give 
some consideration to the appearance of 
a proposed development, especially to 
how the development will fit against the 
background. 


Other ordinances can be established to 


reduce "clutter." This would mean that 
any unnecessary signs should be re- 
moved from the village streets. Signs 
with symbols Instead of wording should 
be erected since symbols, according to 
the survey, are more appealing to look 
at

Astronomy in Northwest suburbs 
Telescope is gone now

The telescope Is gone now; the dome 


hasn't been used for nearly a decade 


But there was a time when hardly a 


clear night passed by that the telescope 
at 13 E. Palatine Rd. in Prospect 
Heights, just cast of Rte. 83, wasn't 
trained on tho heavens. When Homer 
Torreyson would invite amateur astrono- 
mers to spend a few hours of star gazing 
from his homemade observatory. When 
they would gaze admiringly at Venus, 
the Big Dipper or the Gemini Twins 


"We had some wonderful times there 


— sometimes we'd have 12 telescopes at 
one time," remembered Torreyson, now 
76 "For 15 >ears members, of the Chi- 
cago Amateur Astronomical Association 
met at my place for their annual observ- 
ing party." 


Torreyson left his observatory behind 


In 1961 when he moved back to his home- 
town of Defiance, Ohio His project still 
stands — a memorial to the nearly three 
years he spent building the structure on 
nights and weekends. Topped by a large 
metallic dome with sliding hatch, it 
catches the eye of passing Palatine Road 


motorists, startled to find such an oddity 
In the midst of the suburbs. 


WHEN TORREYSON started building 


his observatory in 1939, there were no 
trees in the area The Palatine Ex- 
pressway was only a small road then 
"I built the observatory bit by bit," said 
Torreyson, a former science teacher at 
Lane Tchnlcal High School In Chicago 
"The telescope was made of glass from a 
porthole of a ship — It measured about 
nine inches. I was fortunate to order 
steel rolled to a circle to make the slid- 
ing track for the dome." 


Torreyson had few building problems. 


"The only mishap was that before com- 
pletion of the dome, it was taken by a 
wind storm and landed In the middle of 
the road I had to take it apart and store 
it in the garage until spring " 


A star gazer since he was a boy, Tor- 


rcyson decided he would someday build 
his own observatory. "When I was a 
lad, about in the first grade, my father 
used to show me the Dipper. Then about 
1909, 1910, I got Interested In Haley's 
Comet and kept up with astronomy in 
college. When I decided to build the ob- 


scrvatory, I just bought a place where it 
would be convenient." 


The Torreyson house and observatory 


arc now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
Ncsbltt. A few years ago, the family do- 
nated what was left of Torreyson's tele- 
scope to Arlington Heights High School 
Since then the observatory has been used 
for storage, not star gazing. 


As Ncsbitt said: "We don't use the ob- 


servatory. The flesh Is willing, but there 
is just not enough time now to take up 
astronomy Maybe someday."

Astronomy in Northwest suburbs 
Telescope is gone now . . . 


by KAIIKN HI.KCIIA 


The telescope Is gone now; the dome 


hasn't been mod for nearly a decade. 


Dut there was a time when hardly a 


clear night passed by that the telescope 
at 13 E. Palatine Rd. In Prospect 
Heights, just cast of lUe. B3, wasn't 
trained on tho heavens. When Homer 
Torrcyson would Invite amateur astrono- 
mers to spend a few hours of star gazing 
from his homemade observatory. When 
they would Raze admiringly at Venus, 
the Big Dipper or the Gemini Twins. 


"We had some wonderful times there 


— sometimes we'd have 12 telescopes at 
one time," remembered Torrcyson, now 
78. "for 15 years members of the Chi- 
cago Amateur Astronomical Association 
met at my place for their annual observ- 
ing parly." 


Torrcyson left his observatory behind 


In 1961 when he moved back lo his home- 
town of Defiance, Ohio His project still 
stands — a memorial lo the nearly three 
years he spent building tho structure on 
night* and weekends. Topped by a large 
metallic dome with sliding hatch, It 


catches Ihc eye of passing Palatine Road 
motorists, startled to find such an oddity 
In the midst of the suburbs. 


\VIIKN TOIUtr.YSON started building 


his observatory in 1939, there were no 
trees in the area. Tho Palatine Ex- 
pressway was only a small road then. 
"I built the observatory bit by bit," said 
Torrcyson, a former science teacher at 
Lane Tchnlcal High School In Chicago. 
"The telescope was made of glass from a 
porthole of a ship — it measured about 
nine Inches. I was fortunate lo order 
steel rolled to a circle lo make the slid- 
ing track for the dome." 


Torrcyson had few building problems. 


"The only mishap was that before com- 
pletion of tho dome, it was taken by a 
wind storm and landed In the middle of 
the road. I had to take It apart and store 
it in the garage until spring." 


A star gazer since he was a boy, Tor- 


rcyson decided ho would someday build 
his own observatory. "When I was a 
lad, about In tho first grade, my father 
used to show me the Dipper. Then about 
1909, 1910, I got Interested in Haley's 


Comet and kept up with astronomy In 
college. When I decided to bjild the ob- 
servatory, I just bought a place where it 
would be convenient." 


The Torrcyson house and observatory 


are now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
Ncsbltt. A few years ago, the family do- 
nated what was left of Torrcyson's tele- 
scope lo Arlington HelghU High School. 
Since then the observatory 1ms been used 
for storage, not star gazing. 


As Ncsbltt said: "We don't use the ob- 


servatory. The flesh is willing, but there 
Is just not enough time now to take up 
astronomy. Maybe someday."

The telescope Is gone now; the dome 


hasn't been used for nearly a decade. 


But there was a time when hardly a 


clear night passed by that the telescope 
at 13 E. Palatine Rd. In Prospect 
Heights, just east of Rte. 83, wasn't 
trained on the heavens. When Homer 
Torreyson would Invite amateur astrono- 
mers to spend a few hours of star gazing 
from his homemade observatory. When 
they would gaze admiringly at Venus, 
the Big Dipper or the Gemini Twins. 


"We had some wonderful times there 


— sometimes we'd have 12 telescopes at 
one time," remembered Torreyson, now 
76. "For 15 years members of the Chi- 
cago Amateur Astronomical Association 
met at my place for their annual observ- 
ing party." 


Torreyson left his observatory behind 


In 1961 when he moved back to his home- 
town of Defiance, Ohio. His project still 
stands — a memorial to the nearly three 
years he spent building the structure on 
nights and weekends. Topped by a large 
metallic dome with sliding hatch, It 
catches the eye of passing Palatine Road 
.motorists, startled to find such an oddity 
In the midst of the suburbs.

"The only mishap was that before com- 
pletion of the dome, It was taken by a 
wind storm and landed In the middle of 
the road. I had to take it apart and store 
it in the garage until spring." 


A star gazer since he was a boy, Tor- 


reyson decided he would someday build 
' his own observatory. "When I was a 
lad, about in the first grade, my father 
used to show me the Dipper. Then about 
1909, 1910, I got interested in Haley's 
Comet and kept up with astronomy in 
college. When I decided to build the ob- 
servatory, I just bought a place where it 
would be convenient." 


The Torreyson house and observatory 


are now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
Nesbitt. A few years ago, the family do- 
nated what was left of Torreyson's tele- 
scope to Arlington Heights High School. 
Since then the observatory has been used 
for storage, not star gazing. 


As Nesbitt said: "We don't use the ob- 


servatory. The flesh Is willing, but there 
is just not enough time now to take up 
astronomy. Maybe someday."

Some progress reported 
on Palatine town budget 


Palatine Township's Board of Auditors 


hammered out a portion of their 1973-74 
budget last night, but major Items, In- 
cluding township salaries and funds for 
The Bridge, were not discussed. 


No accurate estimate of the final tax 


rate or Its effect on taxpayers will be 
available until further budget requests 
come to the auditors. The next date for 
examining budget proposals wilt be at 
the regular Feb. 20 meeting. 


Tho Bridge, a youth counseling service 


run by the Palatine Township Youth 
Committee (PTYC), got a $59,000 share 
of last year's total town fund outlay of 
$127.400. After March, the PTYC will 
lose a $23,000 yearly grant and Is expect- 
ed to appeal for more funds from the 
township. The Bridge's budget request 
had not been turned In to township of. 
ficlals before last night's meeting. 


Assessor and collector expenses were 


also excluded from the discussion. Until 
a pending court case Is settled, the town- 
ship collector has no duties or salary. 
But township officials may budget his 
salary In the event of a favorable deci- 
sion In the courts. 


ADDITIONAL COSTS were figured for 


the fourth auditor position, which will be 
filled in the April 3 election. The current 
auditors arc budgeted for $300 yearly. 


The township election was the only ma- 


jor addition for 1973-74 of the items con- 
sidered last night. It is expected to cost a 
total of $12,000; $7,200 for Judges fees, 
$3,000 for election supplies, polling place 
rental, $1,500 and $300 for miscellaneous 
expenses. 


Most other categories went basically 


unchanged. The general assistance fund 
' was allotted for $24,000, the same figure 
as last year. 


Generally, expenditures fell below the 


budgeted amount last year. Legal ex- 
penses more than doubled the allotted 
$4,000 figure when a lengthy lawsuit In- 
volved township officials In the autumn. 
That case, to abolish township govern- 
ment, is still pending In the Appellate 
Court. 


Office help salaries were slightly over 


the limit, when additional election-time 
help was hired to aid In voter registra- 
tion.

The village board legal committee will 


soon draw up a timetable for the builders 
of Brookslde subdivision In north Arling- 
ton Heights to complete a number of 
half-built homes. 


Some of the homes were promised to 


people who mode downpayments of 
$4,000 to $3,000 as long as two years ago. 
The would-be homeowners say the subdi- 
vision's developer, Stuart Krelsman, has 
failed to finish, or In some cases even 
start construction of their homes which 
range In price from 140,000 to $60,000. 


In response to complaints from the vil- 


lage building department and strong crit- 
icism from Village Pres. John Woods, 
Krelsman told the board that he does In- 
tend to finish the subdivision and would 
abide by the timetable. 


"If you don't comply with this, we're 


going to lean on you and lean on you 


hard," Woods said, referring to the possi- 
bility of legal action against Krelsman. 


DROOKSIDE subdivision Is located 


south of Hlntz Road, cost of Douglas Av- 
enue, north of Camelot Park and west of 
Dryden Place In Arlington Heights. 


Village Atty. Jack Slegel said the vil- 


lage could go to court to have the half- 
built homes and unfinished excavations 
condemned, or seek to have the entire 
project put into receivership. 


Woods said ho would prefer to see tho 


subdivision completed because If It were 
put Into receivership, most of the buyers 
would probably lose their downpayments. 


"The statutes are very clear," Slcgcl 


told the board. "This Is an Intolerable 
situation. We have exhausted everything 
we can do short of going to court." 


The legal committee set Feb. 12 for a 


meeting to draw up "a very strict time- 
table" for completion of the homes. 


"ANY FOREBEARANCE on this 


board issues to you is out of concern for 
the citizens and not for your business," 
Woods told the builder. 


Village Building Director Marty Mun- 


son raised the Issue in a letter to the 
board, saying that repeated efforts to get 
the subdivision finished had failed to 
motivate the builder. 


"Administratively, there Is nothing 


more I can do. The subdivision has been 
abandoned. The conditions that prevail 
there ore a disgrace — some sites are 
strewn with construction debris and Ut- 
ter. I want the village to take action 
now," Munson wrote the board. 


Krelsman said he did plan to finish the 


homesltcs and would adhere to the legal 
committee's timetable. He charged that 
tho building department had been "con- 
tinually harassing" him to corrplcte the 
project. 


For moderate-income units 
Housing 'quota'system urged 


The inclusion of a certain number of 


low and moderate-Income housing units 
In new multi-family developments may 
bo an answer to the problem of meeting 
tho need for subsidized housing In Arling- 
ton Heights.

And 
when they're In the hospital, It's a spe- 
cial treat to get a get-well card from the 
troop. 


Included in arts and crafts activities 


are decorations for the season — from 
Halloween to Thanksgiving to Christmas. 
The girls also do general projects like 
making birds, pot holders and place- 
mats. Mrs. Heaver, who makes up most 
of the projects, says they're good thera- 
py, too. 


"People underestimate these kids; 


you'd be surprised what they can do," 
Mrs Ortlnausaid. 


The eight girls come from seven sub- 


urbs and all attend Berkley School as 
part of the Northwest Suburban Special 
Educational Organization low-Incidence 
handicapped program, which serves 10 
northwest area school districts. 


The physically handicapped, now meet- 


Ing at Berkley School, will soon have 
their own wing of the building when a 
$143,000 addition is completed next fall. 


TIIE CRIPPLED CROWS group was 


organized by Mrs. Heaver last year when 
meetings were held at her home. This 
year, however, Mrs. Heaver has organ- 
ized bus service for most of the girls and 
uses a classroom in the school. 


"Other women play bridge and bowl, 


working with crippled children Is what I 
do — out of pure selfishness," said Mrs. 
Heaver whose daughter JoEllcn is a 
member of the Bluebird troop. 


The troop meets every Wednesday and 


usually has a craft to complete. Last 
Wednesday, however, the girls worked a 
little faster than normal and finished 
their candleholders In time to have a 
birthday party for seven-year-old Sheila 
Bartnicke. 


After the party, which Included a 


chocolate birthday cake. Sheila turned 
her wheel chair and headed for the door. 
Her friend Dawn asked if she wanted to 
be pushed. 


"No, I can go alone," said Sheila.

Astronomy in Northwest suburbs 
Telescope is gone now 


by KAREN BLECHA 


The telescope Is gone now; the dome 


hasn't bc«n used (or nearly a decade. 


But there was a time when hardly a 


clear night passed by that the telescope 
at 13 E. Palatine Rd. In Prospect 
Heights, just east of Rte. 83, wasn't 
trained on the heavens. When Homer 
Torreyson would Invite amateur astrono- 
mers to spend a few hours of Ktar gazing 
from his homemade observatory. When 
they would gaie admiringly at Venus, 
the Big Dipper or the Gemini Twins. 


"Wo had some wonderful times there 


— sometimes we'd have 12 telescopes at 
one time," remembered Torreyson, now 


76. "For 15 years members of. the Chi- 
cago Amateur Astronomical Association 
met at my place for their annual observ- 
ing party." 


Torreyson left his observatory behind 


In 1961 when he moved back to his home- 
town of Defiance, Ohio, His project still 
stands — a memorial to the nearly three 
years he spent building the structure on 
nights and weekends. Topped by a large 
metallic dome with sliding hatch, It 
catches the eye of passing Palatine Road 
motorists, startled to find such an oddity 
Jn the midst of the suburbs. 


WHEN TORREYSON started building 


his observatory in 1939, there were no 
trees In the area. The Palatine Ex-

I was fortunate to order 
steel rolled to a circle to make the slid- 
ing track for the dome." 


Torreyson had few building problems. 


"The only mishap was that before com- 
pletion of the dome, It was taken by a 
wind storm and landed In the middle of 
the road. I had to take It apart and store 
it In the garage until spring." 


A star gazer since he was a boy, Tor- 


reyson decided he would someday build 
his own observatory. "When I was a 
lad, about In the first grade, my father 
used to show me the Dipper. Then about 
1909, 1910, I got interested In Haley's 
Comet and kept up with astronomy In 
college. When I decided to build the ob- 
servatory, I just bought a place where It 
would be convenient." 


The Torrcyson house and observatory 


are now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Earl 
Nesbitt. A few years ago, the family do- 
natcd what was left of Torreyson's tele- 
scope to Arlington Heights High School. 
Since then the observatory has been used 
for storage, not star gazing. 


As Ncsbltt said: "We don't us: the ob- 


servatory. The flesh Is willing, but there 
Is just not enough time now to take up 
astronomy. Maybe someday."
